Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendments to the abstract and specification of the disclosure in the submission 
filed 9/4/09 are acknowledged and accepted.

4. In view of the amendments made to the claims above, the objections to the claims in 
Sections 17-18 of the Office Action dated 7/7/09 are respectfully withdrawn. 


Response to Arguments 

5. The Applicants' arguments, see in particular Page 10 of the submission, filed 9/4/09, 

with respect to the rejections in Sections 20, 22, 25 of the Office Action dated 7/7/09, 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections in Sections 20, 22, 25 of 
the Office Action dated 7/7/09 have been withdrawn.

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8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 15 is allowable over the cited art of record for at least the reason that the cited 
art of record fails to teach or reasonably suggest a method of making an interlaced 
waveguide hologram, as generally set forth in Claim 15, the method including, in 
combination with the features recited in Claim 15, forming a second holographic 
recording by positioning the photolithographic mask at a second position over the 
substrate; and positioning the view region mask in a corresponding second position, 
wherein the second holographic recording is interlaced with the first holographic 
recording, the view region mask comprises a series of blacked out regions separated by a 
distance of approximately 2.5 inches; and each of the photolithographic and viewing 
masks has a series of light transmissive openings having selected inter-distance between 
the light transmissive openings. Claims 17-20, 23 are dependent on Claim 15, and hence 
are allowable for at least the same reasons Claim 15 is allowable.
